ADEGOROYE CLAIMED THAT THE ARAB OIL-PRODUCING NATIONS 

WERE SELLING THEIR OIL AT CONCESSIONARY RATES TO THEIR

ABOVE MORE ACCURATELY REELECT EEELINGS OE MAJORITY OF

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EXPLOITATION THEME, ALTHOUGH TAKER'S TACTICS CERTAINLY 
CREATED APPEARANCE OE SUPPORT. THIS DIFEERENCE OP OPINION 
ABOUT CAUSE OP CURRENT ECONOMIC PROBLEMS, IP ENCOURAGED 
TO DEVELOP MORE FULLY, COULD SERVE TO DAMPEN IMPACT
